How to take Measures. 


To Measure for a Lady’s Polonaise, 
Sack, Cloak, Dress, Waist, Ete.—Ascer- 
tain the bust measure by putting the measure around 
the body, over tue Gress, close under the arms, draw- 
ing it closely, not too tight. 

To Weasure tor a Skirt.—Give the size 
aroun’ the waist. 

Take the measures for Misses’ and Little Girls’ 
Patterns the same as for Ladies, In ordering, give the 
ages. 

"ro Measure for a Boy's Jacket, 
Coat, Waist, or Vest.—Ascertain the breast- 
measure by putting the measure around the body, 
under the jacket, close under the arms, drawing it 
closely, not too tight. 

For the Over-coat.—Measure the same as 
for the jacket or coat; only measure over the coat or 
jacket, or whatever garment the coat is to be worn 
over. 

To Measure for Pants.—Ascertain the 
waist measure by putting the measure around the 
body, over the pants, at the waist, drawing it closely, | 
not too tight. | 

To Measure for a Shirt.—For the size of | 
the neck, measure the exact size where the collar en- 
cirel’s it, allowing one inch, thus: If the exact size 
is fourteen inches, use a pattern marked fifteen inch- 
es. For the breast, measure the same as for a coat. 
For length of sleeve, measure from the socket-bone 
in the back of the neck, over the highest point of the 
shoulder, down the arm to the lowest point the 
wrist-band is to extend. Becareful and not get the 
sleeve too short.

THE RECENT DESTRUCTION OF 
LIVES. 


Tnere is little comfort in reading the 


statistics which tell us of the number of 


human lives destroyed annually on our 
railroads and steamboats. We know that 
trains of cars, full of passengers, are 
thrown off the track, rolled down a prec- 
ipice, dropped through a bridge, crushed 
into each other like the joints of a tele- 
scope; while people are killed outright, or 
maimed for life, to the number of hun- 
@reds, every year. Our steamers burn up 
like straw; and men and women jump 
into the sea, to be drowned, rather than be 
burned with them. Beams fall from the 
roofs of buildings, killing people who are 
passing along the sidewalk below. Peril 
threatens us everywhere. 

The recent railroad collisions in Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, and California; the 
wreck of the steamer ‘‘ Metis”; the burning 
of the steamers “ Bienville,” “ America,” 
and “ Missouri”; the young man whose life 
‘was instantly destroyed, a few days ago, 
in front of a new building in Wall street— 
all these remind us that it is not in man to 
direct his steps; that, with all our pre- 





New York and Brooklyn ought to pay 
considerably more than one-half of the 
entire tax of the whole state for 
general purposes, in addition to the 
heavy burden which they must bear for 
local objects. This injustice results from 
the fact that valuations in different parts 
of the state observe no uniform rule, 
While none of them pretend to adopt the 
rule prescribed by law, which is the “ full 
and true value,” outside of New York and 
Brooklyn these valuations are studiously 
low, as the means of escaping from a fair 
proportion of state taxation. The state 
assessors provided for by the law of 1859, 
whose duty it is to equalize these valua- 
tions throughout the state, and thus dis- 
tribute tax burdens justly, have hitherto 
failed to perform this duty according to 
the letter and spirit of the law. The two 
cities we haye named are consequently 
victimized every year by an unjust and 
oppressive taxation. They cannot, owing 
to their large local expenses, reduce their 
valuation without increasing the rate of 
taxation to an extent that would be highly 
detrimental to their interests. So great an 
evil as that which they have borne for 
years past ought to be remedied by the 
legislature.

Law.—Congress, by the Act of May 1st, 

1872, which went into effect on the 1st of 

the ensuing July, repealed all customs 
duties on tea and coffee. The duties thus 
taken off were fifteen cents per pound on 
tea and three cents per pound on coffee. 
The amount of tea imported during the 
fiscal year ended June 80th, 1871, was 
46,972,788 pounds, and of coffee 294,930, -

DRY GOODS. 
Tne general trade of the city has been 
inactive during the past week, from two 
causes: the presidential clection took 
away 8 majority of the buyers in town, 
and the horse distemper was so serious & 
difficulty in the way of removing goods 
that there was no use of making purchases 
when the articles purchased could not be 
sent away. But the election is now over, 
and the horse distemper, in this region, at 
least, is fast disappearing. A more active 
market may be expected for the coming 
fortnight ; but it is to be remembered that 
the hight of the season is over. In do- 
mestic cottons there is considerable doing 
from first hands, and the jobbers are re- 
ceiving orders to renew exhausted stocks; 
but prices are not quite so firm as they 
were and in certain makes there has been 
areduction. There is not a large stock of 
any description of goods in first hands, 
however, and that: circumstance will pre- 
vent a marked decline. In worsted dress 
goods and woolen shawls there is lcss 
strength to prices,and a decline of rates 
is not altogether unlikely. 
Unbleached shectings and shirtings are 
comparatively inactive; but, the stock in 
first hands being small for the season, 
prices are well maintained. 
Bleacl.cd sheetings and shirtings are in 
moderately good demand, and sales of the 
different grades from first hands are made 
at steady prices. But the transactions are 
not on a large scale. 
Printing cloths are not active, and most 
of the transactions of the week have been 
for future delivery at 72 to 7% cents for 
extra quality, 64 standards. 
Prints are selling less freely; but the 
stock of leading makes in first hands is 
unusually small for the season, and prices 
are firmly maintained. 

Ginghams are without any noticeable 
hange. The demand, is about equal to 
the usual business of the season and 
prices are steadily maintained. 

Cotton flannels are in rather active 
demand for¢he best makes, and the sales 
of standard qualities are on a rather large 
scale, at steady prices. 

Cotton drills are selling moderately for 
home consumption, but there is very 
little demand for exportation. Prices are 
unchanged. 

Osnaburghs are in the usual demand at 
this season and prices are steadily main- 
tained. 

Cotton yarn is in diminished supply; 
but, with the usual demand, the stock is 
small in first hands and prices are firm. 
Corset jeans are steady in price, but the 
sales aré to a moderate extent only and 
the supply in first hands is abundant for 
the season. 

Denims and cottonades are in small 
demand, but sales are made at steady 
prices. 

Cambrics maintain steady prices for the 
best makes, and the stock in first hands is 
not in excess of the demands of the 
season. 

Rolled jaconets, which were in rather 
large supply previous to the recent reduc- 
tion of rates, have sold freely and are 
now steady at the revised prices. 

Silesias are firm in price. The stock of 
standard makes in first hands is reported 
to be small for the season, and there is no 
prospect of any immediate change. 
Worsted dress goods are in good demand 
for the fashionable cloth colors, and prices 
for the favorite makes are well maintained. 
The market for woolen shawls has been 
so completely deranged by the great 
quantity of these goods put up at auction 
that it is not easy to quote prices. The 
fact that the supply in first hands is great- 
ly in excess of the demand is not to be 
questioned, and it is said that the manu- 
facturers will be under the necessity of 
checking production by working on half 
time. 

Cloths and overcoatings are in limited 
demand and the sales have greatly fallen 
off; but something of the slackness of 
trade is owing to the election and a more 
active business may be expected next 
week. Prices are unchanged. 

There is a small demand for fancy cas- 
simeres of the better grades, but the gen- 
eral trade is dull. 

Satinets are in fair demand, but mostly 
for black ; there is but little doing in mix- 
tures. Prices are unchanged. 

Flannels continue to sell more actively 
than other descriptions of domestic 
woolen fabrics; but the demand is chiefly 
for single bales, to keep up assortments. 
Prices steady. 

Blankets are in fair demand, but the 
sales are to a moderate extent. Prices are 
firmly maintained. 

Foreign goods are without any marked 
changed. There is no scarcity either of 
fancy goods adapted to the season or of 
staples, and the importers and jobbers are 
alike anxious to reduce their stocks. The 
auction-rooms are very 1 berally supplied 
with seasonable goods and prices are 
generally lower.
